‘The site had been prepared 
previously. ‘The firm accepted the tender of 
Messrs, Loong Cheong, amounting to $145,0c0 
for 50 houses, practically all of which were to be 
the same size. It was not the lowest tender, Mr 
Hooper had been 16 years jn the Colony and 
had heen Superintendent of Crown Lands and 
Governinent Assess r over two years, He 
had been in touch with property over the 
Colony for the purpose of valuation and con- 
sidered $145,000 a very fair price, This 
did not include geods from home, stich 
as steel girders for ver-ndahs, The wit- 
ness knew Kam Ling, partner in the firm 
of Loop Cheong. Messrs. Leigh and Orange 
were also employed to supervise and ‘uperin- 
tend the erection of the ‘houses, Harry 
Anderson, a Norweigan, was employed as 
overseer at 56> per month with $5 for boat 
hire while living in Hongkong. The witness 
believed the overseer was employed by other 
penpteas well xs his firm. They did not expect, 
him to be exclusively in their employ.
